almofl: like a Bean-Cod , but bigger ; thev Iiang Forty or 
rFiftyina Bunch, of which, the Tree bears no more 
than One at a time, and being gatlicr'd before quite ripe, 
are alfo either bnyrd or roafted , and inniy opinion not 
much moreex-'e'Ient than the former. 'I'helaft, which 
indeed may moft properly be termed Bread,is alfo a Root., 
ordinarily almoft as thick as a Man's Leg, but of various 
Forms; it bears a final! Tree about Eight foot high, and 
becomes fit to draw in Twelve Months, when, tis Re- 
planted with Sticks of its own hid in the Ground : The 
.Root is taken , fcrap'd , and then prefs'd from its Juice , 
which is ran)! Poyfon , and, after, bak'd nport' Stones in 
Round Cakes, half an Inch thick; when 'tis riew made , 
'tis pleafant enough > but by that time 'tis a day old, me- " 
thinks there's little iavour in't : Of this, the Iiidiatis 
make divers kinds of Inebriating Drinks , one whereof , 
czW'dPcrrinoe y is truly good, and neerly refembles our 
ftrofigeft March-^tQv , which has been preferv'd to a 
Twelve-month ftalenefs : But the relation of their man- 
ner of Brewing it , will, r believe. Rebate the edge of 
any one's defire here , which , perhaps, might be other- 
wile ftarp enough totafteit; Firft , they take CaJJadcr- 
Bread bak'd for that purpofe very black, which the oldelt 
Women, and fnotty Nofe Children chaw in their Mouths, 
and with as much Spittle as they can , throw into a Jar of 
Water, fo letting it ftand a while, thcaftrain the Bread 
from it J and with fome Chaw'd Potatoes fet it a working, 
irhkh becooKS fie to drink in few days.

Of the Birds 

■y^HlCH generally both for Beauty and Goodnefs, 
may , I believe , Claim Priority from moft in the 
World: But the PA//c/^/(j*i warbling Throat is wanting 
to all , in thofe too lavage Manfions for ft) fweet a Guclt. 
The Birds there , laakmg no other Harmony, but in hor- 
ror, one howling, another ichreiching; a third,as 'twere, 
groaning and lamenting 5 all agreeing in their ill-Con/br- 
tcd Voyces to Reprelent the difmal Yeliings of a Hell- 
bred Quire: But what is wanting in their Mufick (which 
Contilbutes nothing to real ules ) is more than Compen- 
fated by ihcir other Excellencies. Dutk^. '2e.il, lyiilgtOf/^ 
Tlover, Aritt, fh .'f^rtt , Partridge^ &c. far bigger, aqd 
every whit as good as any here , arc there fjeqiii.m in all 
places. Trfrj-tf// alio aie more Common ^.hzn jaik-Dsvees 
in t-rtgiifidi, And , i,prn tlic Sea-Coaft, are a kind of 
Fowl (whole Name I don't remember ) iotall, that at 
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a dirtance^they appear like Companies of mcHj upon the 
SandjQnd coming neereijlheir glittering feather'd Armors 
( of fo pure a Scarlet as no Art can equal ) almofl dazzle 
the greedy Eyes of the Beholders. Exceeding thefc , 
for Beauty, (though of far different magnitude , being 
not bigger than fome Hnmble-Bec ) is a Bird in the Woods, 
which turning (evcral waye5,pre(ents as many of themoft 
delightful Colours to the Eyes,and fo lively, as can poffi- 
bly be imagined: 'tis call'd a Haww;>7^-£ire/,and Hkea Eee^ 
gathers its nourilhraent from Flowers. There is another 
kind of Black Bird which hangs its Ncft like a Pur/het, at 
the ends of Boughs , to fecure it from the Roguifh Mon- 
kies, who would be otherwifc pulling it to pieces. A 
great deal Jght be fpokeo more Commendatoryj at leaft 
more Curi us , upon this SubjeiS , by fome body , 
whofcOblervations were intended, not, like mine, ta- 
ken, as it were, by chance, and without a thought of 
rendring them more Publique, then by Cuvfory, and 
Verbal Repetitions to Familiars. I would have added 
fomethingof theB^f , but it being difputable whether it 
belongs to Birds or Bcafts, I refer it to my Defcription of 
- things hurtful , being a place more proper for it than ei- 
f^»^[^ ther of the former , with which , Surhtdm is fo well and 
variouflyftored, that I think noplace whattbever, can, 
with more Reafon , brag of its Excellency in this kind , 
and it is almoft as eafie to enumerate the Stars of Heaven 
as their fevcral Species. But I'ltrefpafs no further upon 
theReader'sPatiencethantogivea fliort Defcription of 
fuch, as arc accounted mori remarkable, and which my 
Memory prefents to me on a Hidden : 1 hofe are Deer , 
Hares ^CoMyes^Amadii/acs^Hogr, Eirfal'ecs , A»t-Bcjrs^

Tygers^c. The Inhabitants of the Trees are Baboons , 
^ottoes 3 Monkey^i Alarf^/^zetts^ CuJ/jarcer^ Slothr^ and 
many more, I have forgotten. The Deer are much like 
our ordinary ones in England. The Hares more refemble 
aPigj thanany other Creature that I know, they are 
Brown J Smooth-haired, Spotted with white , and are 
ftr bigger than an Fv^/yZi-Hare, which, bcfide the mouth, 
they have no part like : They are excellent good meat , 
much better than any Four-footed Game in Englaml. The 
CffH/c/ are red, not lb good meat, and left than the Hare/, 
but not differing in Shape. The -^rmadil/jes are of two 
kinds 3, great , and little j of the greater, I faw one 
weighed Eighty Pounds. They are (Sort Legg'd , have 
three Clawes upon their feet, are Headed likea Hog^ have 
no Teeth, and but very little Mouths, they are defended 
all over, fave the Head and Belly , with an Armour as it 
were plated , (carce penetrable by a Launce , unlefs it 
happen in a Joint 3 they Burrow in the ground, and had 
they not quite foftrong a Smell oi Musk^y would be nq 
Contemptible meat. Of the/Zc^-r, there are three kind?, 
one lives like an Oftcr , for the moft part in the water, and 
is much commended, but it was never my luck to fee any 
of thatfbrt. The other two are call'd xhePaleer.^^ and 
Vink^^ thefirft, has the Navel growing upon his Lackjhd 
isof agrey Colour , andabout the bi^nefscf an ^ng/ijh 
Shote of (ix Months old , is indifferent good meat. 
TheT/w^tf isnctrasbig, .andevcry whit as good as ours. 
The Sit^uUoe ^ isri-poited to be as big as a bu. ock. of two 
years old, and almoft as good meat, but I cannot give 
him a particular Defcription , btcaule it was never my 
hap to fee one all the while I coutmued there, they having 
C 2 been 
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been rarely obfcrved to come fo low as where I dwelt in 
that Country. The Ant-Bear ^ is about the bigneft qf an 
ordinary Hog , of a black and grey Colour ^ having; a^ 
Long-Brufh-Tail like a Fox^ or Squirrel^ with which ^ hfe 
flielters his whole Body from the Rain ^ his Head is imaU^: 
his Snout about a foot long from his EyeSjhe has no Teeth, 
and a Mouth not big enough to thruft in two fingers ^ his 
Tongue is round ^ and ffnallj which he can put out a foot 
beyond his Mouth to lick in. Ants ^ never feeding upon 
any thing elfe 5 he is very ftrong ^ efpecially in his Forcr 
partSj and has (harp Clawes above an Inch and a half long, 
with which ^ he can ftrike dangeroufly , but his Paee is 
How 3 and therefore eafily avoided J his flefti is none of 
the Sweeteft 5 but if well (awc'd with hunger , it will 
down. Of the Tygcrst\itxt:zxt three kinds^ Blacky Spot- 
ted 5 and Red ; The firft is accounted fiercclt ^ but he 
very feldome appears amongft the Dwellings. The Spot- 
ted 5 which I think are mifcaU'd , being rather Leopards^ 
than Tygers ^ do no little hurt to Plantations, by deftroy* 
ing the Cattle, and Poultry. They are of fo vaft a 
ftrength, that one of them will make nothing to leap 
over a five or fix foot Rail , with a Hog in his Moutb.- 
There was once one came into a Plantation • kill'd a BhU 
of two years old, and dragged him above a quarter of a \ 
Mile into the Woods. Unlels they be wounded, or very 
bungry , they will hardly aflault a man in the day time. 
I never heard of above two or three they have killed one 
way or other, fince the fetling of the Colony: one of 
them ( who was a Huntfoanand a lufty Fellow) was of- 
ten heard to wifli he could meet with a lyger ^ and madp 
it a great Complaint in all his Searches through the 
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Woods, it was never liis good fortune; at length, one' 
night 5 lying in his Haraacko, in an open Hovife ^ a 'ijgcr 
comes, takes him up, and carries him two miles into the 
Woods , in vain Crying for help , which was heard by an 
Errgtff/j'n'om'tfi in a Ciofe Houle har^ by , who had Co much 
Courage ( more than is ufual in her Sexc ) to fire a Muf- 
quet from the Window , but thofe who have had to do 
with them know, ic is not noife only can fcarc a T^gcr from 
his Prey : the Man was found next day with his Head and 
Shoulders eaten off; they are oblerved to be not fo nv^ 
merous now as formerly , partly retireing further into thfi 
Woods , and a great many having been taken by the Hun- 
ters. There is one John Miliar, who has killed no fewer 
than a dozen or fourteen, fingly with his Gun and Lauocc, 
from fome miraculouily efcaping with his Life, and having 
been dangcroutly hurt by others. There arc not many of 
the Red, and thofe not lo fierce as either of the foimer. 
In the Woods , arc a great many Land Tortoile , but not 
fobigby more than three quarters, as the Sea ones-, their 
Shells are lb hard , and ftrong , that a Laden Cart may g6 
ever and not crulh them , m which being otherwife de- 
fcncelefs , they fccure themfelves from any Enemies , but 
Mcn-An^'ijgeri : The firll , breaking up their Lodgings 
with an Axe; the other. With his Teeth : Theyl eat al- 
iDoft any thing , and are by the Planters preferv'd in Pens 
a great many together , to make ufe of when they pleafe, 
fieing reputed none of the Courfeft diflies there. There 
' Eealfo PoriHpines fliap'd almoft like our Effgl'Jh Hedg-foogs^ 
put larger, and Arm'd all over with Black and White 
Quills about two handfuls long, and iharp as Needles-, 
which Nature has taught them too fiioot fiom tlwir fidcii , 
C 3 uitl 
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with ■admirable Dexterity againft a Comiog Enemy.' 

Jllo/rktys , and Safffo»s, are fb familiarly known in Effg- 
land^ theynecdnotaparljicuIarDvfcription here; though 
one thwQ of the Baboons^ vvheri-in, (think, theydiffer 
from all others 3 I cannot omit infcrting, which is, that 
at certain hours both of the night and day , they fend lb 
horrid a Roreing from their hollow Tiu'oats , that, to 
thofeun-vvontedtofuchnoifes, nothing can leeraatfirft 
more ftcange, and terrible, being eafily to be heard above 
two miles off. The ^ia^waztt i^ a. very pretty Creature of 
a greenilh yellow Colour, and, though far Icis than a ^/(j»- 
^e/j is Commander of all chofe lofty Dwellers, riding 
them from Tree to Tree ar his pleafnre , they not being 
able to (hake him off, andinfteadof Spurs, to provoke 
their fpeed, he bittsthem by the Ears. The ^«ito is 
black, fomething bigger than a Monkey ^ having a very 
long tail, witli which he fvvings himfclf from Bough to 
Bough, his Face is Red, with hair hanging a little over 
Ills Foieh,ead , and his Afpcftisalmoft like an old Indinn- 
Womans, hisCryiaihrill y flnd very loud. 'XhsCuParee 
is black, ]efsthanaj1/rf?-#frfa.e/,*ai)d(kip'd overy way per- 
fcftly likea Z-jtf'/. The^/u/Ais a£reature fo call'd from 
ihedulnefsof his nature, fomewhat bigger than a £«/>i?off, 
and of various Colours, hei-is fb (tupid,.that neither 
/hout&npr blows will make him meod his pace confidera- 
bly, which one may imagine is none of the fwifteft, when 
if not difturb'd , he 1 make it a days Jonrncy in Climbing 
up a Tree, from whence, Ije rarely delccnds, till there 
is nothing left to feed upon, and then, mov'd more by 
neccflity than Choice, he very gravely travels down that, 
and up another, where he fits Spending thole Idie hours, 
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which arenotmany he can fpare frOm eating , and fleep, 
in whiftling fuchtuncs ashirafdf istoolazy (and, I be- 
lievCj no body elfe would think good enough) to Uaunce 
after. 

This is but a tafl: of what another (whofe humours 
were not fo volatile as mine J might frame into a Banquet: 
though I ampeifwaded the moll ferious obierver might 
Continue there , almortfeven years together , and yet be 
alwayesfindbgfome Creature or other he had not met 
withal before, and not much Je(s worthy of his notice , 
than any I have named. 



Chap. V. 

Of the Trnits 

\/r7"Hich are Oranges^ titnmons^ Limes^ Fomcitrovs^ both 
VVatefj and Musk-Mcious^wixh forae Grapes-jzW which 
areforc'd, not natural to the Country , though as good, 
and thrive as well there as in any other place. Thole ori- 
jpnally found therCj are Vlantcns^ Eenanoes^ Smitrrimars^ 
pitavcrs, Vhies^ and abundance of Wilde Tralh, whichj 
perhaps if Trahfplanted , might prove not foContempti- 
ble as they now are, The VUntoa I have already fpokcu 
of, from which the £w/d»tf is little different , but rather 
:he better of the two, though neither of them, in my 
pinion , very plealing. The Szmtrrimarrt grows upon 
pretty tall Tree , 'tis almoft likea Tr^f^i , woolly on the 
outfide, and is not to be eaten till rotten J when, the tafl: 
is not unhke to that of Marmalade: of ^ime. The 
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Cv<fv^r IS ahom the bignefs of a Afsdfsr ^ yelbw, and 
fiill of Seeds , 'tis truly a raoft delicious fruit , and when 
quite ripe, tafts very like a Sir.rvbcrry: it grows upon 
(trail Trees, commonly in Savanna's, or Pamares. The 
Tiue ^ or rather the Prince of Fruits, is ordinarily eight 
or nine inches about , and a fbot in length , the outfide is 
green and chcquer'd ; and within yellow, juicy, and full 
of holes J like a Hony-Cooibe 5 on the Top it has a fair 
Coronet of Leaves , as 'twere denoting its Supremacy; 
nor do I ihinkit aUfurper, being iocompaiably the beft, 
and moft beautiful that ever I faw or tatted ; it grows up- 
on a fmaU Bufb , about four foot high , the Stalk coming 
from the root like an Ariirhnke : the Crown being cut off 
and planted , bears sgain in ten months.

I Of the Commoditief 

■VV^Hich are Sugay, Speckk-veoocl^ Cottotr^ Tohaecs, Iftd/cfr, 
. G//w.r, and Djrng-ivouds .■ of Sugar very confiderable 
quantities arc niade3& accounted generally better by Ten 
fcr Cent, than that of Barbadfic '. Speck,U'ivo(id is alio plen- 
tiful enough, and has been fold in Eng'.md equal to the 
price of ■i'ffg'"', but by its too great and fi equent Importa- 
tions 1 'tis now become of lefs vjlue. Cotton does not 
thrive To well there as in B'trlfudoct , and other Iflands, by 
reafonas'tis fuppofed, of the exctffive Rains, and too 
ferdiftance from the Sea, frum whence arifcs a brackifh 
Dew, that keeps off Crffer^;;,rf*-x, and other things offcn- 
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Iree to the Bufhes. %bacco thnv& well ^ and is reputed 
much better than that of Virginia : for my part , I am no 
Smoaker^ and therefore an incompetent Judge of either j 
I think there is not yet more made than what ferves the 
occaijonis of ^the Colony 5 the People , Men^ Women, 
and Children 5 being very much addifted to the Pipe. 
' Iff dice has yet been but little experienced. Rum is a Spi- 
rit extrafted from the Juice of Sugars, aftes ^ commonly ^ 
twice as ftrong . as Braftdy ^ call'd Kill-Divel in Nevp^ 
^ffgldffdy whither 'tis fold 5 atthc rate of Twelve pounds 
of Sugar per Galloft. MolaJJes relates alfo to Sugar ^ being, 
that which drops from it ^ while 'tis Cureirig y and is the 
&me commonly fold in £/fg/^^^ for Treakie. The Gums' 
yet moft Btmiliarly known there^are Mofftagffefihd Gnffffna 
,ye/»w^5 neither of which our Drugfters are unacquainted 
with 3 they are both eafily procurable 5 and no doubt 
many more excellent ^ which time and experience will 
bring to light. There's alfo CaJfiaFiJiula in abundance ^ 
and a kind of Balfam diftilling from a Tree > accounted * 
fecond to none for a Green Hurt. Nor are Dyiffg-Woods ^ 
wanting j> but more minded by the D/^^^A than E^^/{/&. - 



Chap. VII. ^ 

Of the Plantation f^ 

\^Hich are Ih all about five hundred , whereof Forty 

xor Fifty have Jugar-^works^ yielding no (mall profit to 

the Owners ^ for a flight Disburfement^ confidering how 

brave a Revenue , if prudently manag'd , may be rais'd 
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from it in a few years : far larger ( if no Contingency di- 
vert the ordinary Courfe of things) than is ufualiy pro- 
duc'd from a greater foundation , and more Continu'd In- 
duftry in England* 

The Seafons for Felling down the Wood are betwecD 
Jpr/l and ^ugnji y it being left upon the Ground to drye 
tillabout theJatter endof September, when, 'tis burnt ^ 
and the Soil cnrich'd with its Alhes. Indjan-Coxn and 
Canes are planted upon the Lower- Grounds. Tames and 
other Provifions upon that which is higher. The Com 
grows upon a Stalk like a Reed, commonly ivx or feven 
foot high 5 and two Ears upon a Stalk : The Grain is 
about the bignefs of a I'm , which becomes lipe in four 
Months. 1 hey have two Crops in a year,and the Increafe 
is at leaft five hundred for one. Canes become fit to break 
in Twelve Months when they are about fix foot high , 
and as thick as a Man's Wrift : They bear a Top like 
a Flag, which being Cut off, and the Canes Iqucefed. 
through a Mill, the Juice is boyl'd in Coppers to a 
competent thicknefs , and then pour'd into Wooden 
Potsmade broad and fquare at the top, and taper'd to 
thecompaisof a Sixpence at the Bottome with a Hole 
thorough, which is flopp'd with a little ftick, till ihe Su- 
gar begins to be cold , and ftiffen'd s when 'tis puU'dout-^. 
and by that Paflage , the MoluJJes drains from it; and 
being Cur'd a while after this manner, is knock'd out into 
Hogfheads , and fo {hipp'd off. 

Chap. 
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Of the tiegroes or Slavgty 

\y HO are moft brought out of Guiny in Africa to thofc 
partSj where they are fold like Dogs , and no better 
efteem'd but for their Work fake, which they perform all 
the Week with the fevereft ufages for the flighteft fault , 
till Saturday after nooOj when , they are allowed to drefi 
their own Gardens or Plantations , having nothing but 
what they can produce from thence to live upon; unlefi 
perhaps once or twice a yearjtheir Mafters vouchiafe them, 
as a great favour,a little rotten Salt-fifh: Or if a Cow or 
Horje dieof itftlf, they get R.oafl:-meat : Their Lodg- 
ing is a hard Board, and their black Skins their Covering. 
Tneie wretched miferies not feldome drive them to de- 
Iperate attempts for the Recovery of their Liberty, tu- 
devouringtoefcape, and, if like to be re-taken, feme- 
times lay violent hands upon themfelves; or if the hope 
of Pardon bring them again alive into their Mafters pow- 
er , they'l manifeft their fortitude, or rather obftinacy in 
fuffering the moft exquifite tortures can be inflifted upon 
them, for a terrour and example to others without (lirhik- 
ing. They are there a mixture of feveral Nat ions,whitIi 
are always Claftiing with one another , fo that no Conf|>f- 
racy can be hatching , but 'tis prefcntly deteftcd by /bme 
party amongft themfelves difafrcfted to the Plot , bci aii(i? 
their Enemies have a fharein't: They are naturally rica- 
||«icrni« and bloody, and praftice no Religion iIkic, 
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hough many of them are Circumcis'd : But they believe 
the ABcienc Pythagorean Errour of the Soul's Tranfmigra- 
tion out of one body into another , that when they dye , 
they (hall return into their own Countries and be Rege- 
nerated , fo live in the World by a Conftant Revolution 5 
which Conceit makes many of them over-fondly wooe 
their Deaths, not otherWifc hoping to be freed from that 
indeed un-equall'd Slavery, 



Chap. IX. 
Of things there Venomous and HurffHl. 

THE propagating heat (and paucity of Inhabitants 
in that Country to keep them under ) has I fiippofe 
occafioned its Swarming with fo many ieveral kinds of 
Vermin,as render the Beings of Men in fome meafure dan- 
gerouSjtroublclbmejand unpleajant: Thofemoft familiarly 
taken notice ofj are Sm^es, CrocoSles^ Scorpions, Eatsy 
uints 5 Mifskctoes ,. Toads ^ and Frogs 5 of Snuk^s, 'tis cer- 
tain there has been fome kili'd neer Thirty foot long , and 
of a greatnefi proportionable to their length: I know 
fome people are fo fooliftily incredulous in things of this'^ 
Nature J that they will believe nothing which cannot be 
vifibly demonftrated within the Limits of their own Thre- 
Iholds ; therefore, for fear of being thought to ufe the 
Authority of a Traveller 3 I dare not repeat how huge a 
Morfeloneof them will fwallow at a time: But fer left 
danger refides in one of thofo huge Creatures , thentheir 
prefcnce may feem to threaten j for they are not at all ve- 
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nomous , and efpeciaily when full 3 very un-weildy : 
Thefe belong properly to the Water , though Ibmetimes 
they prey by Land : what ever they take is by Surprife, 
■ever by plain g!ideing;nor have I ever heard of any man- 
yet J was lb much a Fool , to be Cheated out of his Life 
byfoevitablea raifchicf : But the lefl'er kinds which are 
too too numerous , are a great deal rather to be feared > 
being many of them fo poyfonous, as nothing can be more, 
as was once or twice wofully experienced , not only kil- 
ling, but the Flefti in lels than a dayes fpace^ dropping 
by Peice-meal from the Bones of them who were bitten :^ 
Some are all over diverfify 'd with Beautiful and Lively 
Colours 3 under which Gallantry is generally obferved ta 
Lye hidden the moft deadly poyfon. Others are knotty, 
with Horns in their Tails , and Tusks two Inches long 
upon the upper Chap. Crpcodiks there are too, but thofc 
neither very numerous nor large , they need not take up 
the room of a Defcription here, their Skins being fo com- 
monly to be feenin England , in almoft every ^pothecarief 
Shop. The Scorpion is blaci , and almoft like a Crarr-fijf'^ 
he lurks for the moft part amongft dry Wood or Corn , 
his Sting is in his Tail, with which , who ever is ftrickcn^ 
will be vex'd with moft intolerable tdrtii-' ^i- fame hours, 
but it reaches not the life : The ordinary Remedy to al- 
lay the fiercencis of themiferys is taken from the linng ic 
felf being kill'd , and bruis'd upon tlie place. The }UiU 
are found to be not a little noxious both to Men and Beaf]:?. _ 
in the night diawing away their Blood, and fb ealjlyp h 
that the lols is not perceivable , 'till it be part prevention, V 
which ( if I was not miiinform'd) has forc"d.feveral peo- 
ple to forfaketlieir Dwellings, to fave that little blood 
D 3 they 
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'fliey had , which would have been otherwife (uck*d oiit^ 
Some feem as big as J'/g(r(J«J in their flight , and, as I have 
already mentioned , are the only Impediments to the 
Ef7g!iJI} Hogs more numerous increafe in that Country. The 
Ants ^ though but little Creatures 3 yet they are fo many 
and hurtful , thaE than them , -Sar/Kiia/ has (carae a grea- 
ter trouble 5 very Sandy grounds have always the largeft 
Ihareof their annoyance , S«hlch poor men , who have 
happen 'd upon fuch Soils, and have had no more Servants 
thanthemfelvcs , have found fo conftant and infuperablc, 
that in (pight of all their tndevours to deftroy them, they 
have been compelled to defert their Plantations , which 
otherwife they would have ruin'd, and fettle in fome bet- 
ter place. The MHskecta'is'A. kind of Gnat^ inthenightfo 
reftlefly vexatious , by Biting & Raifing little Swelings in^ 
.the flefti in all the lower places of the Country ^but chiefly 
by the Sea-fide ^ where 'tis moft over-flown Marilh Lands, 
that Fifhcr-menfor Reft-fake 3 have been fain to Cover 
themfelves all over, lave the Mouth and Eyes in the Sand. 
Taads and Progs ^ the Scare-Crows of Women, like thofe 
amongfttheFjy;'^7rf»j- , are frequent in all places , as well 
of the Houfcs, as in the Fields 5 and in an Evening after 
a Shower of^^i , tlieir Noifes arefo loud , that a man 
can hardly heS^imfelf fpeak, andtheCroakingsoffome 
of them arc (b horrid , that do but imagine the lateft 
Groncs of s. Dying perfon , and you have it. Thus much 
istheworftcanbejuftlyfpokcn of 5«r;«d«, though its 
Contrary Bleffings and advantages are of far greater 
weight; noraretheferaifchiefslo Confiderable, but that 
Experience has taught infallible and abfolute Remedies 
&r fome, and fife evafions may eafily be found for others, 

CHAP. 




Of the Indiant 

X^HO are a People Cowardly and Treacherous, quali- 
ties infrparable ; there are ieveral Nations which 
Trade and familiarly Converle with the People ofthe Co- 
lony, but thole they live anaongft are the Charibes ^ or 
Caniballs , who are more numerous than any of the reft , 
and are fetled upon all the Iflands,& in moft ofthe Rivers, 
from the famous one of Amazones , to that of Oromque i 
They go wholly naked , fave a Flap for Modefty , which 
the Women , after having had a Child or two , throw offi 
Their Skins are of an Orange Tawny Colour , and thtir 
Hair black, without Curies : A happy people as to this 
World, if they were fenfible of their own hap; Nature 
with little toyl providing all things which may fcrve her 
o^vnneceffities. The Women are generally JafdviouSj 
and fomefo truly handibm, as to Features and Proportion,, 
that if the moft Curious Symetrian had been there, he 
could not but fubfcribe to ray opinion: and their pretty 
Bafliflilnels fefpecially while Virgins) in the prercnccof 
a Stranger , adds luch a Charming gtaceto tiicir pe-rfefti- 
ons ( too nakedly expos'd- to every wanton Eye ) that 
whoever lives amongft them had need be ownerofnole/s 
than j'o/''^/jsContinency , notatleaftto Covet their em- 
braces: They have been yet- fo unfortunately ignorant, 
not to enrich their amorous Carclles with that innoctnt 
and warm delight of K,ii2ng, but Convcrfing lb frequently 




with ChriftianSj and being naturally docile and ingenious,' 

we have Reafon tolielTeve, they will In time be taught it. 

Tlieir Houfes for the night, are low thatch'd Cottages, 

with the Eves clofe to the ground; for the day, they have 

higher, and open on every fide; tb defend them from the 

violence of the Sun's Raies , yet letting in the grateful 

Coolnclsof the Air. Their Houfhold Utcnfils are curl- 

Qully painted Earthen Pots and Platters J and their Na- 

pery is the Leaves of Trees. Their Beds or Hamackoes 

( which are ahb ufcd imongft the Effj///ft J are tnade of 

Cettbii , (quarc, like a -Elankct, and fb ordered with ibings 

at each end , (hat being tyed a Convenient diftance from 

one another , it opens the full breadth. For Bread and 

Drink, they plant Gardens of C^^j^er, and the Woods 

and River^ are their conftant Suppcditories of FleCb and 

Filh. For ornament they Colour themfelves all over into 

rieat workFj with a red Paint called Attotta , which grows 

^ in Cods upon fmall Trees, and the Juice of certain Weeds^ 

^^^ey bore holes alio through their Nofes s Lips, and Ears, 

^Hkhercat they hang gials fjcndants , Peiccs of Bra6 , or 

^^Ky fuch like Bawplestheir Service can procure from the 

^^r-ngUJ}} 5 they Load their Legs, Necksjand Arms too, with 

EeadsjShcls of FiflieSjS: almortany trumpery they can geti 

they have no Law nor CoMei;ninent but OeccnomicaJgUviiMj 

like the Patriarchs of old , the whole Kindred in a Fapyr 

\ \y, where the eldcfl Son always fucceeds his Father as the 

grcatcft i yet they have Ibme more than ordinary perfims, 

wlio arc their Captainsj and lead them out to Wars, whofe 

„ Courage they fii ft prove, by Iharply Whipping theip with 

Uods,which if they endure bravely without Crying,or any 

pnfidcrablemotioiijthey are acknowledg'd gallant fellows 

and 
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arid,h6no«*'4:bythe!efihard7; ; Thefe ChicFs or Heads 
of Families havecommonly thtee or four Wivesa piece, 
othersbut one, whomay indeed more properlv be term d- 
theirVaflalslhan Companions,. beingno Icfi rubjcftcdto 
their Husbands thaa the meancfl Servants among(t us are 
to their Matters j the Men rarely opprefi their Shoulders 
with a Burthen, ^e Women carry all, and are fo very 
huojbleand oblcrvant in their Houfes, that at Meals, 
they alwaycs wait upon their, Husbanis , and never cat 
till they have done 5 when a Woman is delivered of her 
firH Child, (he prefently goes about her bufinefs as before, 
and the Husbaiw foins himfelf diftempcr'd j and is hang'd 
up to the Ridge of the Houfe inhis Homacko , where he 
continues certain dayes dieted with the Bread and Water 
of Affiiftion, then, being taken down, is ftung with 
^nts ( a puniftiment they ulually inflidi: upon their Wo- 
laen. Dogs, or Children, when they are fooHQi, for that's 
thcterm they ufually put upon any mifdemeanours ) and 
a lufty drinking Bout is made at the ConcJufion of the 
Ceremony. Their Language ibunds well in the exprtfficn, 
but is not very eafie to be learh'd, becaufc many fingle 
Words admit of divers Senfes } to.be diftinguiih'd only 
by the tone or alteration of the voice. When any Mar- 
tial Expedition is refolv'd upon, the General, or chief 
Captain, fummons the Towns and Families to Afltmble 
by a Stick with fo many Notches in't , as he intends days 
before he fets out , winch when they have received, they 
cut out every day one , till all are gone, and by that only 
they know the expiration of the time, for their Numbers 
exceed not twenty , which they want Naiiies for too, but 
exprefi them by their Fingers and Toes , which they will 
E , fometimes 
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{bmet^es double ^ and treble , but their Aritbnietick is 

quickly at a lols , and dien they Cry out Omtfa awara 
that is , like the Hair of ones Head , innumerable. They 
go toSeainC4»ij(i'j'or Boats bravely painted, made of 
one entire piece , being Trees cut hollow like a Trough , 
and fomc fo large 5 that they'l carry five or fix Tons of 
Goods at once. Their Aims are Bowes ^ with poyfoned 
Arrowes, and ftiort Clubs of Speckle- wood , fomcj for 
Defence, carry Shields made of light Wfrod, handlbmly 
painted and engr.ived. They obferve no Order in their 
Fighting, nor, unleliupon very great advantages, en- 
terprizeany thing but by night. The men they takePri- 
ibners , they put to Death with the moft barbarous Cru- 
elties a Coward can invent for an Enemy in his power. 
Women and Childicn they preferve for Slaves , and fell 
them for Trifles to the E^gdfi. They did once Cut off 
ibme French in Stfrinam^ and made feveral Attempts upon 
the EngUp at their firft Selling , wJiich were always rrur 
iirated , and they found'y fmarted for their folly : now 
theColony is grown poterittheydarenot but be humble. 
They are highly fenlible of an Injury amongft thcmfelves, 
and will , if poflible have Revenge at one time or other , 
which they alwayes cffedt by treachery , and dare ne-^ 
verAfiauIt a Man to his Face. They have no Religion 
amongfi: them that ever I could perceive, though they'l 
talk of a Captain of the Skies , but neither worlhip him 
nor any other. They have fome knowledge of the Divel, 
whom they call rarakin , and their Impoftois, or, as 
they call them Pe«ej, make them believe they frequently 
Converfe with him , whether they do fo really or no, I 
know not J however, it ferves to Icare the reft:, and 
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nw&esthink, EJeath, or any Misforttine proceeds imrae" 
diately from him. They have alfo a glimpfe of an after 
Life J in which ftiall be Rewards and Punifhments for the 
good and bad , but are wifcr than to pretend to any cer- 
tainknowledgeof what, or where. The belief of the 
Pewci- familiarity with the Divel. and skill in Herbs, ta 
which alfa they pretend 3 caufcs them to be employ'd by 
ot-hersasPhyficians, chough they need not be over fond 
of the Profeffion, for one of them being fent for to a. 
SickPcrfbn, and, that, notwithftanding his Charms and 
Fooleries the Patient dye , the furviving friends , if he 
be not themorewary , will give the poor Doftor Death 
alfb for hisFee. They burn the Dead Body, and with 
it, all the Goods he was Mafter of in the World, which 
are combuftible, and what is not , ( as Iron-woik ) theyl 
deftroy by Ibme other means , that no ncceflarics maybe 
wanting in the other life : and, if he had any Slaves they 
arekill'd al(b , to attend him there. They folcmnife the 
Funeral with a drunken Feaftand confiafed Dancing (in 
which they are frequent and exctfEve) while Tome Wo- 
man of neereft kin to the dcceafed , fits by , and in a 
doleful howling tune , lamentably deplores the lofs of her 
Relation. 

Hafl-,and an unfaithful Memory, made me omit an Ob- 
fervation, in my opinion, very remarkable,and for which, 
I want a greater realbn than my own, to give me iatisfa- 
ftion. 1 have (aid the Warmth and Moifture caufcs a con- 
stant Verdancy and Flourifhing of Plants.in Surinam^ 
holding true not only in all Trees natural tothatCountry, 
but alio in Tranfplanted Vines which bear there twice a 
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year ; ytt'this Exception I obfervedin znEuropedn Appfe-"^ 
Tree, which^ notwithrtandingthe equality of Seaibrft^'. 
always (hed its Leaves, and continu'd bare after the ufual ■ 
inanncr in its Native Soil all our Winter MonthSjand grew 
green again in Spring : But how it comes to pafs^that the 
Heat and Moifture of that Climate fl:on]d not Caufe in 
that Tree an Affimilation with the reft (afwel tho(e tran^ 
planted as natural to that Country , fince they fay the fpi- 
ritof Nature is univeriallydiffufive) I leave the P'nimfi 
to difpute.
